A groom named Germain then de- 
posed to seeing Dreyfus at the Qer 
man army manoeuvres in Alsace. Col 
oael Jouaust questioned Oreyfus on 
this point The general effect of the 
fcstimoay of the witaees was rather 
vaflitorable to the prisoner. Germain 
declared be saddled a horse for Dreyfus 
io follow the manoeuvres. Colonel 
Jouaust questioned Dreyfus and al-

The next twi> wltneases. howeTer,

named Kuhlman. got up and decuared 
that all Oermain'^bad said was untrue 
and Major InfreTiUe followed and de 
diared be never knew Dreyfus, so Ger- 
main's allusions to him were base- 
less. 

Captain Lemmonler, who was a pro- 
bationer on headquarters staff the 
saute time as Dreyfus, deposed that 

the prisoner told him be was well ac- 
quainted with a certain German posi- 
tion because be had followed the Al- 
•atiaa manoenvrea 

MItunderHtood DroyfiiH. 
Dreyfus replied that Captain Lem- 
monier mu«t have mixed up his re- 
marks. Tbe prisoner added tbat be 
was* acqoaiated with that part of Al- 
satk because he had spent bis youth 
there, and not because he wss present 
at the maaoeavres ot t^^ German 
army. 

The witness named Villon then told 
a taie of how he overheard a conver- 
■atiqa la a Berlin cafe between two 

German oQcfrs, In which a remark 
was made that mobilization plans were 
expected from, Dreyfus. The cafe, 
however, has since disappeared and as 
ilbere are no means of veri/ying Vil- 
lon's story, it certainly should not baye 
much effect. Two or three witnesses. 
In support of Dreyfna oa artillery 
4peeUons, were next heard and Com- 
■rfMary Fischer said that he was 
charged to Investigate the leakage of 
documents at the gunnery school at 
Bonrges and fpnad Bothiog to tnerlml* 
afitf prexfus. 

Uentenant Bembeim testified that 
he lent Beterhasy documents dealing 
with artillery and was unable to get 
them back and Artillery Lieutenant 
Brugere. who attended a gunnery 
eearse at Chalons, ttfstlitd tint it wu 
easy for an outsider to obtgla partic* 
ulars about tbe guns. He said that he 
himself bad on one occasion lent his 
firing manual to an infantry officer. 
OfBwal Roget alked to be confronted 
with the witness and said the latter 
wrote M. Cavalgnae, then minister of 
war, a violent letter of reBlgnatiou In 
which be declared It was a diahoaor to 
■erve in the French army. 

This declaraMon caused a scene for 
Lieutenant Brugere, turning to Gen- 
oral Roget, cried: "I protest against 
^ General Roget's words. I affirm that 
I sever said any such thing." 

General Rpget then backed down 
saying: "Well, tbat was tbe general 
sense of the letter." A roar of disgust 
came from the audience. M. |<Abori, 
leading counsel tor tbe defense; and 
Polonel Jouaust agreed tbat tbe let- 



ter should be obtained from the min- 
istry of war and read in court. 

General Siebert followed. He also 
proved a trump card for Dreytos, as he 
declared tbe wording of the bordereau 
revealed professional Ignorance. He 
said tbe man who wrote It was not an 
artillery officer and he said such an 
officer as Dreyftu cobld not make the 
mistake* he referred to. More support 
for Dreyftis ws^ forthcoming In tbe 
deposition of Mejor Hartmnn of the 
artillery, to express the opinion tbat 
tbe author of the bordereau did not 
know what he waa wrltlag about slaee 
he spoke of the "IM short" gun when 
be meant the "120 long" gun. His 
evidence was directed entirely to show 
that Dreyfus WM not the aathor ot the 
bordereau.

Washington, Sept 1, — General Fltz- 
bugb Lee has made an elaborate report 
on prevailing conditions in the terri- 
tory in Cuba under his Jurisdiction 
and takes strong ground for an inde- 
pendent government for the Cubans 
under an American protectorate. 

The war department la March di- 
rected the commanders of the depart- 
ments It Cuba to make a report on tbe 
conditions in their several sections 
and to accompany it with recommen- 
dations as to the treatment uf tbt na- 
tives. General Lee is tbe only com- 
mander who hks so far responded. 

General Lee begins his report by 
stating tbat conditions in Havana and 
Pinar del Rio provinces are making 
rapid progress toward a state of peace, 
good order and prosperity. He goes 
into thl* in great detail, taking up tbe 
subject town by town and showing a 
general improvement throtl^oat th* 
western end of tbe island. 

His report In this respect is very 
gratifying, indicating as It does that 
there Is not as much suffering from 
want of food as is Often asserted in 
unofficial reports. 

Turning to the recommendations 
General Lee urges the taking of a cen- 
sus as a first step 'toward the estab- 
lishment of self-government. General 
Lee thinks that the next step should 
be tbe careful consideration of tbe 
question of suffrage from tbe Cubans. 
He takes it for granted there will be 
elections by the natives and be has 
points of importance of wise action, 
in deter minlp|t the qoallflcatlon* ot 
voters. 

He reoommcnds aa independent gov- 
ernment with a president, a vfce pres- 
ident and a congress. He would have 

this established soon and advises tbe 
tolding of a general election for the 
selection of those officers. He says 
nothing about a constitution, leaving 
it to be inferred tbat be either over- 
looked that step or would have it left 
to the Cuban congress to provide after 
its installation in office. In this con- 
nection he lays stress upon the need 
of a system of Jurisprudence snitable 
for an Independent government and so 
guarded as to secure Justice to tbe 
people. 

General Lee evidently foresee* that 
while the United 'States might provide 

Cuba with a model system of govern- 
ment the natives would be likely to 
spoil it in the administration and be 
baa submitted suggestions for keeping 
tbe government machinery running 
along lines that command themselves 
to the American mind. 

He Kays the United States should 
keep a strict supervision over Cuba 
until its republican government is 
completed and firmly established. 

Bven after relieving tbe Cubans In 
part of Ameiiian protection, he would 
have United States troops maintained 
In the Island to protect Americans and 
other aliens in the enjoyment of tb^r 
personal and property rights. 

Promdtioa* Liawil Rank. 
Washington, Sept. 1.— Th* war de- 
partment is making up the lineal rank 

of the ofllcers recently appointed in 
the first 13 volunteer regiments. These 
are being oiade by regiment* only sad 

not for tbe whole of the volunteers. 
Promotions in tbe future will be made 
in regiments based upon this lineal 
rank. I.«ngtb of time in which offi- 
cers served as officers in tbe service 
Of the United Sutes will deterniine tbe 
rank of the new officers. Service in 
tbe militia will not count 



Funeral of Colon 1 llawkla*. 
Pittsburg, Sept 1. — Tbe remains of 
Colonel Alexander Leroy Hawkins, 
commander of tbe Tenth Pennsylvania 
volunteers who died on shipboard 
while enroute to San Francisco from 
Manilla, were buried with military 
honors In the family lot in the Wash- 
ington cemetery at Washington, Pa. 
Tbe Servieee *t the cemetery were in 
charge of Chaplain Joseph L Hunter 
of the Tenth regiment. Fully 20,000 
people w^ present 

Truiulug Ship Overdue. 
Washington, Sept 1.— The navy de- 
partment is still without tbe slightest 
apprehension on tbe score of tbe 
training ship Monongataela, although 
she Is about four days overdue at the 
Cheuapeake capes. This is a trifling 
delay In the casi; ot a aalUag ship (for 
the Monongabela was not expected to 
use her engines to any extent) on a 
cruise as long as tbat from Funcbsl 
to Hampton roads. 



OEBEKAWUKSTON 

Thinks the Insurgente Will Soon Be 
Scattered in !<niall ItHndii. 

Manilla, Sept. 1.— Of the troops 
about to return to the United States, 
tbe Kansas men will leave on board 
the transport Tartar, the Washington 
regiment on board the Pennsylvania 
and the Nevada cavalry on the Ohio. 

All these departures will occur witb- 
b the next week. Bight hundred men 
of the Kansas regisaeitt will return 
and 200 will remain at Manilla, ISO of 
them re-enlfstlng. 

Thre^ ofliters and 30 men of thj 
Kansans were killed and 19 officers 
and men died from disease during the 
smallpox epidemic, while 122 a*mbers 
of tbe regiment were wounded. 

Of the Washlngtons 875 men are 
embarking while eight officers and 206 
men will stay, most of them remaining, 
re-enlisting in the sew regiments be- 
ing formed here. One of the officers 
of the reglinent w;i.s killed, one was 
wounded and one died from disease: 
24 men went killed, 12t wounded and 
nine, died. 

General FVederiek Fonstofi snd Mrs. 
Fiin.aton are with the general's regi- 
ment. General Funston has under- 
gone an operation necessitated by an 
injury resulting from a fall from his 
borse while serving in the Cuban army 
with General Gomez. 

In the course of an interview Gen- 
eral Funston remarked that he would 
not mind staying in Luzon. He dis- 
likes war, but inssmiAh as there is 
fighting be would like to remain 
and aid in bringing It to a close. 
Speaking of the future he said: "The 
only solution of tbe problem will be 
through whipping the insnrgents. I do 
net think they will surrender. When 
we begin active operations against 
them on a larger scale in the autumn 
we will scatter them into small bands 
and I think when tbe soldiers com- 
posing these bands see they are per- 
sistently pursued they will throw away 
or hide their arms and return to the 
pursuits of peace. A year hence small 
bodlCs of armed men will b* able to 
go anywhere In Luzon." 

Wattinc For Jimtnes. 
Cape Haitlen, Haiti, Sept 1.— On re- 
ceipt of a telegram from Jiminez, 
leader of the revolution in San Do- 
mingo, saying he has been set at lib- 
erty and is leaving Santiago de Cuba 
for Poerta Plata, General Imbert, the 
actual governor of Ptierta Plata, has 
announced that Jiminez willsoonarrive 
at Puerto Plata. The whole country 
is awaiting his arrival and the popula- 
tion is calm. General Guellto, tbe 
governor of Monte Cbristi, alone re- 
fuses to capitulate. He declares he is 
awaiting confirmation of the new.s of 
the success of tbe revolution to give 
up the city and conunlt saleide. 

Six Germans Mrot. 

London, Sept L— A dispatch from 
Shanghai reports tbat serious trouble 
has occurred in the Kiaou Chou high- 
land between tbe Germans and Chi- 
nese, in which six of tbe latter weie 
shot The German minister to China. 
Baron von Ketteler, has banded an 
ultimatum to the Chinese government 
declaring that unless there is security 
of life and property and order is main- 
tained in tbe blgblands Germany will 
take steps to protect her own interests. 

Sampson Will Be IfeUeved. 
Washington, Sept 1.— At the con- 
clusion of tbe Dewey celebration at 

New York Admiral Sampson will be 
relieved of the command of the North 
Atlantic squadron. This action is to 
be^eoi *t the request ot the admiral, 
who ha* already bad much more than 
bis portion of sea service in his grade. 
He will be assigned to shore duty, 
probably in command of one of the

Members of a^^mping 
party went to their assstaaee, hot only 
the men were rescued. 

Kxcitmeat la TvMWvaal. 

Cape Town, Sept. L— Reports receiv- 
ed here from various outlying dlstrlctd 
of the Transvaal describe them as be- 
ing in a state of excitement The 
Burghers, it is laid. watehi«ff the 
development* keenly, but the mAjorlty 
of them hope tor a peaceful ssttlement 
of tbe crisia. 



Pittsburg, Sept 1.— A boiler explo- 
sion at the Republic Iron works 
shortly before daylight killed five men 
and seriously injured several others. 

Fire which hndce out following tha 
explosion added to the horror. The mill 
was partly wrecked and the entir* 
plant was compelled to close down. 

The list of killed and injured fol- 
lows: Killed, David Matthews, Thom- 
aa Beavens, William Thomas, John 
Warminskl, John Evans, crushed al- 
most beyond recognition. Injured, Mal- 
achl Donohue, 58, puddler, not ex- 
pected to recover; Neil Donohue, his 
son, 28, burned about tbe head and 
breast, will die; Frederick Herb, a 
helper, 48, Fkull fractured and burned 
all over body, will die; Stephen Mal- 
acaskl, a laborer, bruised and cut. will 
recover; Henry Sanders, a puddler, not 
serious; Peter Behnltser, a helper, not 
serious; unknown man, cut about head,* 
left the hospital without giving his 
name. 

The explosion occurred Just as the 
night force wa* leaving and *the day 
force wa* coming on duty, so there 
were only a few men in the mill at 
the time. If it had happened half an 
hour later tbe list of dead and injured 
would have been appalling. It oeeor- 
red In the 14-inch department and the 
>toncussion was terrific' Buildings 
were shaken a mile away and dust 
filled tbe air for two or three blocks. 
It entered open window* and nearly 
suffocated peraons who were *jroMe4 
by the roar and the shock. 

Immediately following the explosion 
the wreckage took fire and this added 
to the difficulties encountered in res- 
cuing tbe burned and mutilated vic- 
tims. A fire alarm was quickly sound- 
ed and In a short time the flames were 
i.i control after which the firemen were 
employed in searching the ruins for 
the dead and injured. The first two 
bodies taken out were Identified a* 
those of Beavens and Matthew.^. The 
bodies were lying against their wreck- 
ed furnace. The in^-n had l;een knock- 
ed down by tbe flying bricks and were 
roasted to death by the heat of their 
own furnace. %

Sternberg that four cages of yellow 
fever have appeared in the town. There 
are no cases amoL>g the troops.

Oa., Sept 1.— Chief Justice 
William L. Ohambers ot Samoa ar- 
rived here en route to Washington to 
discuss tbe affairs of the Island with 
Secretary Hay, He has been at his 
home in Alabama for several wedts. 
In veakiag aC Samoa, Mr. Ohambera 
said: "My own opinion Is that an- 
nexation of the islands by one of the 
treaty powers is the only solution.
